Those of us who have been out of 
school for some time find it hard to 
understand why it takes so much 
more in the way of facilities for a 
school today than it did back when 
we went to school But if you spend 
some time around the schools of 
today you find that it takes a lot 
more programs today than it did 
back just a few years ago. 
Added to this is that many of us 
only went to school in an l l -year 
system and now we have a 12 year 
system 
plus 
one 
year 
of 
kin 
dergarten and already plans are 
underway for a second year of 
kindergarten. 
School, like life, used to be much 
simpler than it is today. We can not 
expect our youngsters to go out into 
this computerized world without 
better tools than we were given 
when we went to school 
The cost of this proposed con 
struct ion 
is 
high 
but 
then 
everything is high in this world 
plagued by inflation. And a1) in­ 
dications are that things are going 
to continue 
to get 
higher and 
higher. Estim ates are that if this 
project is delayed as much as 90 
days it could cost another $250,000.

No. An IR A is a retirement account for you. an individual. However, you 
can name a beneficiary if you choose.

CAN SELF-EM PLO YED INDIVIDUALS ESTABLISH AN IRA? 
Yes. If you, a self-employed person, do not establish a Keogh Plan, you 
may establish an IR A covering just yourself. You do not have to cover any 
employes you have. You can, how ever, contribute for selected employes at 
your discretion and your contributions are deductible 


6. 
HOW MUCH CAN YOU CONTRIBUTE TO YOUR IRA? 
Federal law allows a maximum annual contribution of $1,500.00 or 15 
of 
wages, whichever is less. Of course, you can contribute smaller amounts 
each vear. 


7. 
DO I HAVE TO MAKE CONTRIBUTIONS E V E R Y YEA R? 
No. You decide how much and in what year you would like to deposit. 


8. 
WHAT HAPPENS IF YOU CONTRIBUTE TOO MUCH IN ANY Y E A R ? 
If more than the maximum allowable in any year is contributed, a 6 7 tax 
will be imposed on the excess contribution. The tax will continue to be 
imposed until you “ undercontribute” in a later year 


9. 
ARE YOUR CONTRIBUTIONS TAX DEDUCTIBLE? 
Yes. For Federal income tax purposes, your contributions to an IR A are 
fully deductible from gross income up to the maximum allowed by law. 
Contributions can be deducted even though you don’t itemize deductions. 


IO. 
DO YOU PAY TAXES ON THE INCOME EARNED BY YOUR AC­ 
COUNT? 
The earnings of your account are not currently taxable. Each dollar of 
earnings produces additional earnings which also escape current income 
taxation. This tax-free compounding continues until retirement. 


ll. 
DO I PAY TAXES AFTER R E T IR E M E N T ? 
Yes, but only as you actually receive payment from your retirement fund. 
If you receive your account in a lump sum, you must include the entire 
amount as ordinary income on the tax return filed for the year you 
receive payment. However, you may be eligible to use five-year income 
averaging provisions available to all taxpayers 


You may elect to receive payments periodically. In such case, you pay

We strongly doubt that the district 
could ever come up with the money 
any other way except an overall 
program such as this one. 
We have no way of knowing, but 
it would seem to us that if this issue 
fails to pass this time that the 
board might be faced with the 
problem of even eliminating the 
auditorium from the project on the 
next time around. With the built-in 
inflation factor being what it is. 
that is about the only way that we 
can see that the issue could be cut 
down enough to make any ap­ 
preciable impact on the amount of 
bonds that would be needed. 
With inflation adding another big 
hunk to the cost of any delay in the 
construction, just cutting out some 
of the smaller items in the overall 
program would not likely lower the 
cost enough to make the issue any 
easier to sell the second time 
around. 
Sure, the SI.250,OOO bond issue is 
a lot of money, but to just sit back 
and let the school system and the 
city of Hamlin slide backward into 
oblivion could be much more ex­ 
pensive for all of us.

But in our view at least, the 
Trustees have spent endless hours 
studying this matter 
and

Those of us who have been out of 
school for som e time find it hard to 
understand why it takes so much 
more in the way of facilities for a 
school today than it did back when 
we went to school. But if you spend 
some tim e around the schools of 
today you find that it takes a lot 
more programs today than it did 
back just a few years ago. 
Added to this is that m any of us 
only went to school in an 11-year 
system and now we have a 12-vear 
system 
plus 
one 
year 
of 
kin­ 
dergarten and already plans are 
underway for a second year of 
kindergarten. 
School, like life, used to be much 
.simpler than it is today We can not 
expect our youngsters to go out into 
this computerized world without 
better tools than we were given 
when we went to school. 
The cost of this proposed con­ 
struction 
is 
high 
but 
then 
everything is high in this world 
plagued by inflation. And all in­ 
dications are that things are going 
to 
continue to 
get 
higher 
and 
higher. E stim ates are that if this 
project is delayed as much as 90 
days it could cost another $250,000,
